GREAT deal is 
heard these days 
about “peaceful | co- 
existence” with the 

Communist Powers. The 
words are excellent and so 
dis the objective—no leds 80 
because it is hard to reach. 
Moscow, too, claims it as an 
objective. But what do the 
words really mean? And 
does Moscow, indeed ci 
Mogcow, mean by them what 
we mean? 


To ask such questions 
may seem pedantic, but ex- 
perience shows that, when 
the free world communicates 
with the Communists, a com- 
mon vocabulary masks cru- 
cial differences in emphasis 
and approach. ° 


At the Allied wartime 
conferences, for example, 
words like “democracy”, 
“free elections” and 80 on, 
meant one thing to Stalin 
but something quite differ- 
ent to President Roosevelt. 
And in Eastern Europe since 
the war, words such as 
“Socialism” meant one thing 
to the Communists but quite 
another to the Social Demo- 
erats who “fellow-travelled” 
to destruction. 


Two Meanings 


MHAT is why, ‘when the 

phrase “peaceful co-exist. 
ence” crops up, we should 
seo just what meaning the 
Russian and other Commu- 
nists place upon it, It will 
save a lot of trouble later on. 


Actually this Innocent 
little phrase, looked at from 
the. ist-Leninist stand- 
point, tells us a great deal 
about Communist * strategy 
and tactics.
